MINERAL OILS. 


Export* of mineral oils from the 


United States promises to exceed In 
value 75 million dollars In the calen- 
dar year 1UO-1. 
Ten months' figures 


Just presented by the Department of 
Commerce and Labor 
through Its 


Bureau of Statistics show a total val 
no of mineral oil exported at CO mil- 
lion dollars, speaking In round terms, 
•which Is a larger total in value than 
in the corresponding months of any 
preceding .year, though In 
quantity 


the total IB less titan'that of the cor 
raspondlng months of 1901 or 1902. 
In flve:of the ten/months of the pres 
ent year for which figures are now 
available, the value of mineral oil ex 
ported has exceeded 7 million dol- 
lars per month, while prior to'Decem 
her, 1903, the value of mineral oil 
exports seldom, jf ever, reached so 
much as 7 million dollars In an} 
month. 


Should the value of the exports of 


November and December run as high 
as that of the months; of September 
and October the total exportation of 
mineral oil for the year would reach 
SO million dollars, against 72 millions 
in the fiscal year 1904, and will ex- 
ceed by -t million dollars the record 
of any earlier year. 


The total quantity of mineral oil 


exported In the ten months ending 
with October, 1904, Is 823 million gal- 
lons, against S72 millions in the cor- 
responding months of 1902 and 87-1 
millions In the corresponding months 
of '1901; but the value exported Is 
10 million dollars in excess of that 
for the corresponding period of 1901. 


Should the present rate of exporta- 


tion continue during the remainder 
of the. calendar year thu total quan- 
tity exported during 
the calendar 


year would exceed one billion gallons 
and the value exceed 80 millions of 
dollars, or an average of 
about 8 


cents per gallon for the total exporta- 
tlon. 
Of the 821! million gallons ex- 


ported In the ten months ending with 
October, G29 millions was Illuminat- 
ing oil. SI millions crude oil, GO mil- 
lions lubricating and paraffin. 17 mil- 
lions napthas. and 2(! millions resi- 
duum. Of the C.2!) million gallons of 
lubricating oil exported 
during the 


ten months, 3C7 millions, or more 
than one-half was shipped from the 
port of New York, 21!! millions from 
Philadelphia. 30 millions from Haiti- 
.more, and IS millions ' from Calves- 
'ton. The exportation of mineral oil 
from Galveston Is of recent develop- 
ment, the total number of gallons ex- 
ported in the ten 
months of 1901! 


having been less than 3 million gal- 
lons and over IS millions In the cor- 
responding ten months of the pres- 
ent year. 


In distribution, a much larger share 


of the mineral oils exported goes to 
Europe than Is generally recognized 
In view of the frequent staement that 
mineral oils form so large a share 
in exports from the United States to 
the Orient. 
Of the 700 million gal- 


lons of refined mineral oil exported 
in 1903, 150 millions, 
speaking in 


round terms, went 
to 
the United 


Kingdom alone. 11G millions to Neth- 
erlands, and 11 millions to Germany; 
•while the total to all Europe amount- 
. • to 500 million gallons, leaving but 
-<><> millions for distribution to 
all 


other parts of the world. 
Of this 


total less than 100 millions wont to 
Asia. -13'millions to South America, 
2C millions to North America, 25 mil- 
lions to Oceania, and 'about 14 mil- 
lions to Africa. 


Comparing .exports with production 


it may be added that the remarkable 
growth In exportation has been fully 
justine-d -by production In the United 
States, which has grown from 21 mil- 
lion gallons in 1SCO to 220 millions in 
1S70. 1.104 millions In 1SSO. 1,921 mil- 
lions In IS90. 2.GC1 millions in 1900, 
ami 4.219 millions In 1903. according 
to the preliminary figures of the Geo- 
logical survey.

CURRENCY. 


The recent announcement of a pro- 


posed new form of currency for Mex- 
ico lends especial Interest to some 
figures Just compiled by the Depart- 
ment of'Commerce and Labor through 
Its Bureau of 
Statistics 
regarding 


the commerce between the ;UnIted 
States and Mexico. 
These 
figures 


show that the exports from the Unit- 
ed States to Mexico have grown from 
13 million dollar* In 1S90 to 4G mil- 
linn dollars In 1904. 
speaklngx 
In 


roound terms; and that the Imports 
into the United States from Mexico 
have grown from 23 million dollars 
in 1890 to It millions In 1904. Thus 
our exports to Mexico In 1904 were 
three and one-half times as Krent as 
In 1S90, and our Imports from Mex- 
ico practically twice as great as In 
that year. 


An even more Interesting fact Is 


found In a comparison of the figures 
of Mexican trade with the United 
States with the total trade of Mex- 
ico. These show that of the Imports 


Into Mexico In the 
latest year for 


which Information Is available, the 
Jnltcd States supplied 59 per cent 
of the total Imports, and that of tho 
exports from Mexico 70 per cent was 
sent to the United States. 
Mexico 


takes from the United States a larger 
share of her total Imports than any 
other country in the world except 
Canada, which takes GO per cent of 
her Imports from the United States; 
and Mexico sends 
to 
the United 


States also a larger share of her ex- 
ports thrtn any otlior country In the 
world with the exception of Cuba, of 
whose exports during the Ilscal year 
l'J04, SO.U per cent went to the United 
States, as against the 7G per cent of 
the total exports of Mexico sent to 
this country. 
While figures show- 


Ing the percentage of Mexican Im- 
ports supplied by the United States 
and tho percentage of Mexico's ex- 
ports sent to the United States are 
not available for earlier years, It Is 
well-known that 
the 
United States 


has rapidly increased 
the 
share 


which she supplies of the Imports 
and the, share which she takes of 
the exports from Mexico. 
This In- 


crease has been especially 
marked 


since the construction of ^railroads 
entering Mexico from 
the 
United 


States. 
Prior to the construction of 


railroads between the United States 
and Mexico the share of Mexico'u 
imports supplied by the United States 
ranged from 20 to 30 per cent, against 
the I>!) per cent at the present time, 
as above noted; while thu share of 
Mexico's exports sent to the United 
States was about In the same pro- 
portion. 
The effect of 
direct rail 


communication between the 
United 


States and Mexico Is also Illustrated 
by the fact that tho Central Ameri- 
can States, which can only be reached 
by water, as was tho case with Mex- 
ico prior to the construction of rail- 
ways connecting the two countries, 
now take 43 pur cent of their Im 
ports Irom 
the 
United States as 


against tho 59 per cent which Mexico 
takes of her Imports from us. 


Earlier figures of the comerce be- 


tween the United States and Mexico 
are of course available, but are some- 
what misleading during the earlier 
period of the operations of the rail- 
way, since no .lav existed prior to 
1892 
by which statements 
of mer- 


chandise passing out of the United 
States by rail destined for Mexico 
were required.

Location of Jap Army. 


This dispatch also gives Interesting 


Information as to the location'of the 
Japanese army along the Shakhe, and 
Its make-up. This portion of it fol- 
lows: 


"One brigade of Infantry and five 


regiments of cavalry, with a second 
line of one brigade between Bandlozu 
and the Hun river; two divisions of 
Infantry between Rand'-™ and Lin- 
Dhlnpu; 
one division .ctwoen Lin- 


Hhlnpti and Lladlaouza; one division 
between Lladlaouza and Chlnsandlza; 
one division between Chlnsandlza and 
Kosangau; one brigade between Kos- 


. nncau and Sumniuga, with a second 


line consisting of one brigade 
and 


two divisions; one division at Bepu- 
puza; one brigade occupying the coun- 
try southwest of Dcpuptiza as far as 
Chlnglzl, with one brigade of Infantry 
and of cavalry In .the second line. Be- 
hind the main army nro one brigade 
of Infantry stationed at Llaoyang, one 
at Venial, and one at Tslnkhetchen.' 


Some Doubt Importance. 


Other dlspMches conflict as to 'the 


size anil Importance of the Japanese 
movement against the Russian left. 
These dispatches assert that the fight 
Ing Is nothing more than skirmishes 
with the advance guard. A Mukden 
dlxpiitch says that the Japanese lost 
1(10 men in the Russian repulse'of this 
ndvanco guard movement,, and adds 
this:
